A new  season  of  “Jazz  Festivals”  is  rapidly  approaching. 
The  1960  season  was  probably  most  notable  for  the  great 
array  of  unkind  tilings  said  about  most  of  the  festivals, 
(with  ample  cause)  and  the  fact  that  many  of  them  were  a 
big  disappointment,  not  only  to  the  public,  the  officials  in- 
volved, but  to  the  musicians  as  well. 

BE  THAT  AS  it  may,  the  1960  “mistakes”  are  now 
history  and  with  a little  luck  they  can  be  relegated  to  ob- 
scurity without  loss  of  some  very  good  things  that  happened 
in  spite  of  the  more  publicized  riots. 

For  example,  the  Newport  fiasco  produced  an  original 
composition  by  Hank  Garland  who  was  to  have  appeared  on 
the  program  but  never  made  it.  The  work,  appropriately 
titled  “Riot  Chous”  is  a swingin’  set  that  introduces  a 17 
year-old  vibe  player  by  the  name  of  Gary  Burton,  (mention- 
ed in  an  earlier  column)  who  should  be  with  us  for  a long 
time. 

ONE  OF  THE  HIGH  points  of  last,  year’s  jazz  festivals 
was  the  Monterey  affair,  which,  according  to  most  reports, 
was  well  planned  and  executed.  Most  notable  among  the  con- 
tributions made  to  the  field  of  jazz  as  a direct  result  of  the 
Monterey  Jazz  Festival  of  1960  . . . Dukfe  Ellington’s  “Suite 
Thursday,”  a complete  work  commissioned  especially  for  the 
festival  and  Jon  Hendrick’s  “Evolution  of  the  Blues  Song.” 
This  latter  has  just  been  released  by  Columbia. 

IT  WAS  PRESENTED  on  stage  at  the  festival  as  a 
story  being  told  to  a group  of  children  seated  around  Hen- 
dricks who  is  probably  best  known  as  part  of  the  Lambert, 
Hendricks  and  Ross  Jazz  Trio.  Ralph  Gleason  of  Downbeat 
reports,  “.  . ..  members  of  the  audience  wept  at  Hendrick’s 
narration  of  the  development  of  the  blues  . . .”  While  it  is 
primarily  narration,  salient  points  are  illustrated  in  song 
by  the  cast  which  includes  some  of  the  best  of  the  ‘blues’ 
artists  in  the  business  and  a very  capable  “Gospal”  group. 

All  in  all,  Jon  Hendricks’  “Evolution  of  the  Blues  Song” 
is  different,  educational,  factual  and  very  entertaining. 

THE  NAVY  may  replace  “Anchors  Aweigh”  with  “Out 
of  this  World.”

Visit  Timpanogos  Cave 


Spring  has  come  to  Brigham 
Young  University  and  students 
are  looking  for  new  and  exciting 
things  to  do  and  places  to  go. 
Hiking,  picnicking  and  outdoor 
sports  are  replacing  the  usual  in- 
door date  activities. 

One  of  the  best  hiking  and  pic- 
nicking areas  in  Utah  County  is 
in  American  Fork  Canyon.  There 
mighty  Timpanogos  rises  12,000 
feet,  a challenge  to  the  most  ex- 
perienced hiker. 

At  the  base  of  the  mountain 
there  is  a public  picnic  ground, 
including  water,  tables  and 
stoves  for  outdoor  cooking. 
Lunches  and  supplies  can  be  ob- 
tained at  the  nearby  store. 

BUT  LET’S  take  a hike  before 
eating. 

An  asphalted  path  winds  a 
mile  and  a half  up  the  slope  of 
Mt.  Timpanogos  to  reach  a series 
of  scenic  caverns  now  included 
in  the  Timpanogos  Cave  Monu- 
ment. 

THESE  CAVERNS  are  cov- 
ered with  a filigree  of  pink  and 
white  translucent  crystals  which 
glow  and  sparkle  like  jewels. 
Feathery  boas,  braided  wreaths 
and  rock  draperies  contrast  with 
larger  formations  such  as  the 
Chocalate  Falls,  the  Jewel  Box 
and  the  Great  Heart  of  Timpan- 
ogos. 

Tiny  pools  of  water  reflect  the 
beauties  of  the  formations.  These 


; pools  are  residues  of  water  drip- 
ping from  the  many  stalactites 
hanging  from  the  cavern  ceil- 
ings. 

The  dripping  water  is  respon- 
, sible  for  the  decoration  of  the 
i cave.  The  cave  was  first  carved 
i out  by  ground  water  and  earth 
! movements. 

! THE  QUEER  formations  which 
hang  from  the  ceiling  and  jut  up 
I from  the  floor  of  fhe  caverns  are 
formed  of  limestone.  Drops  of 
water,  sliding  down  the  projec- 
• tions.  leave  an  infinitesimal  lay- 
' er  of  limestone.  As  the  water 
hits  the  ground,  it  deposits  more 
of  the  rock-forming  mineral. 

' The  beauty  of  the  formations 
is  enhanced  by  tints  of  red, 

I brown,  green,  blue  and  lavender 
I — all  obtained  by  the  addition  of 
iron  in  varying  amounts  and 
mineral  combinations  to  the 
limestone. 

INDIRECT  lighting  is  used  to 
illuminate  the  cave’s  natural 
beauties.  Natural  ventilation 
keeps  the  cave  cool,  a chilly  42' 

: F.  Visitors  are  advised  to  wear 
I coats. 

I Hikers  should  check  in  at  the 
ranger  station  at  the  foot  of  the 
path  before  beginning  the  climb. 

: Guide  service  is  50  cents  for  all , 
persons  aver  12  years  of  age. 
Children  under  12  are  admitted 
free  when  accompanied  by 
; adults  assuming  responsibility 
' for  their  safety  and  orderly  con- 
l duct. 

THE  CAVE  is  open  from  8 
a.m.  to  3 p.m.  from  May  1 to 
i October  31.
